DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Jules Feiffer, the cartoonist, was seen on the 
subway heading from Sag Harbor to East 
Hampton on Friday afternoon. He was sketching 
people sitting near him. Some laughed. Others 
ran away. 


PROMOTING THE TOWNS 

Beginning next week, subway riders will be 
able to get a brief history of the town or village 
they are about to stop at. Look for the big blue 
button just to the right of the subway doors 
before you exit, press it, and a recorded voice 
will announce the next stop and then give 
a 15 second summary of its attributes. For 
example, at Bridgehampton, the voice says 
“Bridgehampton, the home of baseball player 
Carl Yazstremski, potato farmers, the Beebee 
Windmill and the Candy Kitchen.” Just be sure 
not to press the button when the voice is about 


to announce “watch out for the closing doors.” 
That could cause people to get batted around or 
pinched up. 


ALTERNATE TRANSPORTATION 

As you probably know, Hamptons Subway 
provides alternative transportation for 
people who suffer from claustrophobia and 
are uncomfortable going through tunnels. On 
presenting a letter froma doctor, any straphanger 
can get passage on Hamptons Subway by going 
up the stairs and out to the street where eight- 
seat mini-vans are parked ready to take sufferers 
to wherever they want on our route. Just swipe 
your subway card when you get on. But now, we 
are taking the mini-vans out of service. They are 
being replaced by open convertibles and pickup 
trucks with bench seating in the back for the 
customers who now, sitting pretty much out in 
the open, should be just fine. 


SUBWAY COMMISSIONER VOTE LOOMS 
Anita Atlas, one of the stockholders of 
Hamptons Subway has challenged Bill Aspinall 


for the chairmanship of the Hamptons Subway, 


so, according to the bylaws, there has to be a 


vote. It’s now scheduled for March 10, and in 
anticipation of it, a debate. was supposed to take 
place two days ago in the assembly hall of the 
Hamptons Subway building in Hampton Bays at 
7 p.m. It never happened, though. Atlas pulled 
out when she learned that the moderator was 
to be Carly McKracken, who famously married 
Anita’s first husband, and the two are not friends. 
Anita said she would consider coming if there 
were a different moderator and would look at a 
list that Hamptons Subway could provide her to 
see who she considered acceptable, but that list 
has not yet happened. Atlas also called Aspinall 
“stupid.” We don’t know how this will wind up. 


MEDICAL MARIJUANA 

Hamptons Subway made an application to the 
state to be allowed to sell medical marijuana 
at the news stands down on our platforms. 
We considered it a long shot. Nevertheless, as 
it has turned out, we were approved. Between 
Montauk and Westhampton, to get your 
medical marijuana, you will have to go down 
to the platform nearest to you and buy it at the 
newsstand that is there. Just remember there is 
no smoking on the subway platforms or cars so 
after you get it—in its tightly wrapped butcher 
paper—just carry it with you up and out to the 
street before you use it. Yes, you will have to 
swipe your subway card to get there.

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NUTS TO THAT 

Members of the Bushy Tail League (BTL), a 
group that advocates for the fair treatment of 
squirrels, staged a protest over the weekend 
to call attention to what they call “serious 
and immediate threats to prime nut-burying 
areas.” Police were on hand to control crowds 
and handle any disputes. According to Gil 
Horten, the president and spokesperson for 


_ BTL, current plans to expand sewer lines in the 


Hamptons threaten the “health and livelihood 
of local squirrel families.” Horten addressed 
a crowd of about three dozen protestors on 
Saturday afternoon: “Our BTL experts have 
looked over the area where the village intends 
to place the new lines, and we have discovered 
at least three places where squirrels have 
carefully buried acorns to nourish themselves in 
the spring. I ask this: What will happen to those 
squirrels when they wake up from hibernation 
to find their stores of food destroyed because 
we've decided to run a sewer line through their 
pantries? Imagine the poor little things, darting 
here and darting there, searching in vain for 
these precious morsels. Is this how an affluent 
community treats its vulnerable, bushy-tailed 


friends?” Local authorities did not. comment 
on the protest, but they privately expressed 
growing misgivings about the possibility of 
disrupting the squirrel food supply. The protest 
dispersed Saturday evening without incident. 


FALSE ALARM 

The Hamptons Police reported this week that 
they began to receive mysterious radio messages 
after the crippling snowfall experienced across 
the region, and had trouble locating the source 
of the transmissions. “They were distress calls,” 
says police spokesman Larry Hirsch, “but they 
did not indicate who they were or where they 
were transmitting from.” By using sophisticated 
Satellite triangulation techniques, police were 
eventually able to trace the source of the radio 
signal to a beach on Shelter Island, where, after 
17 hours of continuous removal of snow and 
sand, they uncovered the underground bunker 
of Old Man McGumbus. (Longtime readers of the 
blotter will know that Old Man McGumbus, 105, 
has been living in a sealed bunker underneath 
the Shelter Island dunes for well over a year.) 
Thinking that McGumbus was in need of some 
urgent assistance, police hastened to unseal the 
bunker. When McGumbus poked his head out 
of the bunker, however, it became clear that 
he was perfectly healthy. “I just wanted to tell 
you personally that you’re all a bunch of weak- 
kneed wimps for letting a little bit of snow slow 
you down,” McGumbus said. “I’d rather stay 
in my bunker than deal with you lily-livered 
cowards!” The bunker was quickly resealed. &&

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The Panoramic View Resort in Montauk

urney’s Resort and Spa and the Panoramic 

View Resort have sat_ side-by-side 
oceanfront in Montauk for more than a half a 
century. Two weeks ago, the investors who 
own a majority interest in Gurney’s bought the 
Panoramic. The result could be the creation, 
under one corporate ownership, of one of 
the largest hotel and spa complexes on the 
East Coast. 

The two entities have lots to offer each other. 
The Panoramic, originally with 118 units, each 
located in 1 of 10 cottages, was built in 1954 by 
John French, the millionaire who, years earlier, 
invented flash freezing fresh-caught fish. He 
saw it as a quiet hideaway for the summer 
resort set on the face of the cliff overlooking the 
Atlantic Ocean on the Old Montauk Highway. 
Its name, of course, is for its ocean views 
to the east, south and west, a panorama of 
sunrises and sunsets at certain times of the 
year, the cottages arranged on the property 
amidst beautiful landscaping, curving walkways 
and a lovely stroll down to its 900-foot-wide 
ocean beach. 

In those early years, most people who came 
to the Panoramic did so by the week, and 
there were regulars who spent those peaceful

vacation days out there socializing with 
one another. 

Gurney’s Resort, which has a 1,000-foot-wide 
beach adjacent to the Panoramic, was built in 
1926 by Maude Gurney as an inn. She was a 
strict teetotaler. There was no drinking allowed, 
and no smoking. There were church services on 
Sundays on the property. 

If the Panoramic has remained pretty much 
as it did when built, Gurney’s grew and grew. 
Nick Monte, a young man from Brooklyn 
whose family was in the restaurant business, 
purchased it around 1956 and embarked upon 
a plan to expand and enlarge it to make it an 
attractive destination for the general tourist 
trade. He added convention halls, a larger 
second restaurant, more units and, around 
1980, a beautiful Olympic-sized indoor seawater 
pool that put it up in a league with some of the 
great old spas of Europe. Where the Panoramic 
would shut down for the winter, Gurney’s, with 
its indoor spa, became a year-round destination. 

You can see where these two operations 
together would be much more than just one and 
one are two. Although the Gurney’s ownership 
does not intend to merge the two resorts 
into one entity, at least for now, they provide 
what will now be close to 200 available rooms, 
some in the middle of (Cont'd on next page) 
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the action and some off in the peaceful far 
reaches of the property. It remains to be 
seen how the Panoramic will have access to 
Gurney’s facilities, but the option is there. 

Besides the long history of both of these 
places, both have been spectacularly in the 
news during the last five years—at Gurney’s 
with what had seemed a virtually impossible 
financial situation with its second-generation 
family ownership, and the Panoramic because 
of misdeeds by new owners of that place with 
a $100 million Ponzi scheme after buying the 
Panoramic from the second-generation family 
ownership in 2007. 

That year, 2007, the two living sons of the 
late Earl French received an offer of $32 million 
for the property from a corporation run by 
Brian J. Callahan, a Wall Street money manager 
who was expanding into the resort business, 
and Callahan’s brother-in-law Adam Manson. 
The Frenchs took the offer. 

2007 has that special ring to it. Immediately 
after that year, the entire country tanked into 
the Great Recession, and what might have been 
worth $32 million that year could have been 
worth half that in 2008. The Frenchs had the 
money. The new owners, Callahan and Manson, 
pressed ahead. 

I recall Manson telling The Daily News that 
when Earl French bought the place in 1954, he 
had the “pick of the litter,” and that there was 
nothing in Montauk then, “No stores, no 
restaurants, nothing.” 

Well, none of that was true. By 1954 Montauk 
had at least 20 motels, 10 restaurants, a great

hotel on a hill, a downtown, a vibrant fishing 
village, a golf course, a polo field and a beach 
resort with cabanas, not to mention the old 
Gurney’s Inn next door. But hey, he was a 
Wall Street investor and it might have seemed 
correct to him. In any case, the new owners 
planned to re-invent the Panoramic as an 
upscale destination and sell off each unit as a 
condominium. Buyers would pay $3 million per 
unit. People winced. But if you did the math, 
that would give them about $180 million when 
it was done. 

Callahan remained off-site as things proceeded. 
Manson remained on the site, supervising the 
transformation. He showed me around at that 
time, and he was a man with a dream, an eager 
salesman of the units, which were, one-by-one, 
making the transition to luxury. 

It’s fair to say that the town gave Panoramic a 
hard time about this. You couldn’t build these 


structures on the cliff face today. But they 
pre-dated zoning and so were grandfathered 
in, with zero possibility of adding anything 
new. The town even insisted that the winding 
brick walkways remain exactly where they 
are, and, where in need of repair, proceed 
with the exact brick used. No porches could 
be built. Nothing new could go higher. 
No parking lot could change. No windows 
| could be altered. Yet everything had to be 
E sensationally better. The costs of it went up 


© and up and up.

borrowed much of the grand cost they’d 

paid from a bank. And to keep the project 
going, Callahan began to borrow from the pile 
of other people’s money he was supposed to 
be investing in various securities. As units 
were finished, they went up for sale. At $3 
million, nobody was buying. Callahan found he 
needed more money than he’d thought, and so 
he began to pay out high profits to his initial 
investors, which brought new investors whose 
money he used to pay off the old. It was a 
Ponzi scheme. 

And eventually the wheels fell off, as they 
always do. Both Manson and Callahan were 
arrested in 2013, were taken to trial in 2014, and 
eventually Callahan pleaded guilty to one count 
of securities fraud and one count of wire fraud, 
which could lead to a sentence of up to 30 years 
in prison, while Manson pleaded guilty to one 
count of wire fraud and received a sentence of 
up to five years in prison.

Terrific New Planet Trots Out Onto the Field to Replace Pluto

NEW PLANET 

You may recall that about 10 years ago, 
Pluto was voted out of the solar system. It had 
been there, the farthest out planet, for about 
a hundred years. But now those in charge 
were changing their minds. Pluto was taken 
out. So now there are Mercury, Venus, Earth, 
Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune, but 
not Pluto. 

Last week, however, our solar system trotted 
out a new, bigger planet to take over for Pluto. 
It is even farther away than Pluto is, which is 
probably why we haven’t noticed it until now. 

The new planet has been found by two 
scientists from the California Institute of 
Technology, Michael Brown and Konstantin 
Batygin. Nobody has given it a name yet. But | 
am sure when the announcers up in the press 
box get a better look at it, they will get its name 
and tell us what it is. 

What we know so far is that the new planet 
is much larger than Pluto, and much more 
powerful. Many smaller bodies are drawn to 
it and tend to fall in with it, which is how the 
scientists were able to find it, even though they 
have not gotten around to actually seeing it just 
yet. But that will happen soon. 

I think it has been pretty hard on our solar 
system to have been playing the circling- 
around-the-sun game shorthanded like this with 
only eight players for the last half-century.

- One of the most hilarious stories going around 
at the moment is a social media battle between 
Grammy nominated rapper singer B.o.B and 
astrophysicist Neil deGrasse Tyson. It seems to 
have started when a video lesson posted with 
Tyson explaining to a bunch of college kids 
that the world was round was seen by B.o.B. He 
disputed it. The world is flat, he declared. He’d 
seen it from high up. He posted pictures out to 
where you could see the horizon. Flat. 

Yall be like... “y’all not high enough to see 
the curve...keep going.” 

He tweeted still another picture taken on 
what looks like a mountaintop. “The cities in 
the background are approx. 16 miles apart... 
where is the curve? please explain this?” 

B.o.B then posted a new song, a catchy 
number called “Flatline.” It repeats that word 
over and over. The earth is flat. 


In his song, he samples part of Dr. Tyson’s 
lecture. Dr. Tyson is talking to the students. It’s 
filled with laughter. 

“The earth spins around once every, what, 
anybody tell me? Yes [laughter]. Twenty-four 
hours.” He also says the earth is not exactly 
a ball. It is wider than it is high. The spinning 
makes it that way. It is also fatter below the 
equator than above.” ‘ 

That kind of got me. It suggests that the 
earth is, like some people when they get older, 
pear shaped. But with people that’s because 
gravity pulls you down. What’s the gravity that 
does that in space? Neither B.o.B or Dr. Tyson 
addresses that question. 

There’s more tweets from B.o.B. 

“No matter how high in elevation you are... 
the horizon is always eye level...sorry cadets...1 
don’t wanna believe it either.” 

‘Tm going up against the greatest liars in 
history...you’ve been tremendously deceived.” 

Flatline. Flatline. Finally a tweet from 
Dr. Tyson: 

“Flat Earth is a problem only when people in 
charge think that way. No law stops you from 
regressively basking in it.” 

My hat is off to reporter Daniel Victor of The 
New York Times, who reported on this story. 
Here is his lead paragraph. 

“People at one time did not have the privilege 
of seeing a famous rapper debate a famous 
astrophysicist about whether the earth was flat. 
We are deprived no more.” 

Personally, I believe the earth is round. 
But that’s only me. As far as the song 
goes, I really like it and I am going to 
download it. && 
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Panoramic continued to operate as if nothing 
had happened. But although the units were 
still up for sale, at $3 million not one single unit 
got sold. Many got rented by the weekend or 
week, however. 

Government assessors estimated that the 
sale of the Panoramic could bring in between 
$58 million and $83 million, given all the 
improvements made. And now it has been sold, 
for $60 million, been sold to the people next 
door. I believe about $40 million may be used to 
pay back those who got scorched in the Ponzi 
scheme. I don’t know what happens to the 
rest, but maybe it just accounts for making the 
Panoramic a stunning resort facility. 

So that’s the Panoramic story. 

The story of Gurney’s Inn was also a difficult 
one, but there was nothing illegal about it. 
The completion of the spa addition in the 
early 1980s put a huge financial burden on the 
Monte family. For a while, Gurney’s Inn teetered 
near bankruptcy. And mortgage holders came 
calling. There was a time when a banker had 
to co-sign checks written by Mr. Monte. Then 
one of these mortgage holders made an effort 
to take Gurney’s away from the Monte family 
and the family was focused for a number of 
years on fighting this off. They made timeshares 
out of about 90 units. This doesn’t sound like 
a lot, but eventually there were some 5,000 
new minority owners, each for a week, and 
though this raised about $25 million, which 
could be used to keep Gurney’s maintained for 
a while, it also turned out that the timeshare 
Owners now owned the majority of the Inn. The 


Montes, in essence, now worked for them. 

This was such a sad time. The timeshare 
owners had no idea how to run a resort and 
mostly could not agree among themselves. And 
the other group ran the place, but their heart no 
longer seemed in it. Gurney’s was now in a bad 
downward spiral. And there was no resolution 
in sight. 

Into this picture came a man named George 
Filopoulos. A successful real estate man in the 
city, he came out to Montauk and fell in love 
with it. He bought a house in Lazy Point. Then 
he bought a house on the ocean near Gurney’s. 
Montauk was his retreat. One day, he and his 
wife were entertaining another Montauk couple 
in their home when the talk turned to Gurney’s. 
The friend had bought timeshares in the place. 
But now the place was locked in a death 
struggle that would only send it down into 
bankruptcy sooner or later. It was the friend 
who told Filopoulos that he was probably the 
only person on the planet who could save it. 

But we just come out here for vacation, 
Filopoulos said. 

Early on his career in real estate, Filopoulos 
had been given the job of taking over an 800- 
unit co-op in Jersey City that was falling into 
bankruptcy. This was not just any co-op. It 
had 400 families living in it. He approached the 
co-op owners with a choice of plans, one of 
which would allow them to become partners in 
the future of the operation if they so chose. As a 
result, he successfully repositioned the owners’ 
units. After that, he did the same thing on a 
2 million square foot facility and what was once 


the largest medical center in the country. 

Filopoulos, along with partner Lloyd Goldman, 
eventually decided to see what they could do 
with Gurney’s. Here they gave the time share 
people three slightly different options. They 
could choose to sell their shares, they could 
choose to use the unit at no cost for 5 years or 
they can remain shareholders for 5 years and 
receive a distribution at the end of 2017. 

They hired a fine designer, Michael Kramer, 
and have refurbished more than half of the 
Gurney’s units so far and should complete the 
balance within two years. They have completely 
changed almost all the interiors and exteriors 
of the public spaces, including the restaurant, 
which is now a great glass jewel box where 
you can enjoy panoramic views of the ocean 
with year-round cuisine provided by Scarpetta 
Beach. They added a night spot, a café, a 
bakery, an outdoor area with a fire pit, and 
they’ve put beautiful strings of lights over these 
outdoor areas to give them a festive, romantic 
appearance into the night. They’ve also made a 
great bistro out of the beach café on the 1,000 
feet of sand and they’ve modernized the spa 
and swimming pool and made the place first 
class. You remember the old. Now go see the 
new. Enjoy Gurney’s for dinner, for conferences 
and for the ocean swimming and great 
spa experiences. 

And now comes the purchase of the Panoramic. 
In the last five or six years, much of Montauk has 
been transformed into an upscale resort. Now it 
will have a world class resort with a quarter-mile 
of oceanfront as its centerpiece. gi.

Captain Kidd 


When This Pirate Buried His Treasure on Gardiner’s Island

n the late 1680s, England was at war with 
i Spain and France and wanted to intercept and 
steal whatever goods were being transported 
at sea by either of those nations. In 1689, a 
45-year-old Scotsman named William Kidd was 
captain of a pirate ship in the Caribbean named 
Blessed William in honor of the British King, 
William III. Sailing into the harbor of the English- 
held island of Nevis, Kidd and his crew were 
hired by the governor there to be part of a fleet 
defending that island from the French. Kidd 
and Blessed William did that job well, but then 
got told by their English paymasters that they 
wouldn’t pay what was owed, so go get it from 
the French. With that, he attacked the French- 
held island of Marie-Galante and destroyed and 
looted its only town, getting away with about 
2,000 pounds sterling. 

Back in the Atlantic, he captured a French 
privateer sailing around off New York and 
Massachusetts, then was awarded 150 pounds 
for his work. Kidd then settled in New York City 
and married one of its wealthiest women, Sarah 
Bradley Cox Oort, an English woman in her mid- 
20s. He was 46. 

A few years later, a new governor of New 
York, Lord Bellomont, asked Kidd if he would 
return to privateering by going out to sea to 
attack French ships and round up several 
Englishmen who had turned to piracy. Kidd’s 
expedition was bankrolled by several English 
lords and even, it was said, perhaps the king. It 
was asked of him in a way where he could not 
say no. Kidd got a new charter for. this effort 
from the king and in 1695 he went to England 
to pick up his new ship at the yard where it 
was being built. This was the 284 ton Adventure 


Galley, a ship with 34 cannons, a crew of 
150 and oars—so even ifan enemy were becalmed 
Kidd could still maneuver to take advantage 
of him. 

Boarding his new ship, Kidd and his crew 
sailed it down the Thames where it encountered 
a naval yacht that they were obliged to salute as 
they went by. They didn’t. As a result, the yacht 
fired a single shell across its bow to remind 
them. In return, the crew pulled down their 
knickers and mooned the yacht. With that, the 


captain of the navy yacht boarded Adventure - 


Galley and, over Kidd’s objection, ordered most 
of the crew impressed into the naval service. 
Thus, Kidd sailed Adventure Galley back to New 
York with a skeleton crew and, arriving here, 
hired on a new crew, nearly all of whom were 
either hardened criminals or former pirates. 
With that, off they went, privateers in the 
service of the king. 

Off the coast of Madagascar, Kidd failed to find 
any French or Spanish ships. At the southern 
entrance to the Red Sea he failed again. Because 
Kidd could no longer pay his crew, there was 
the threat of mutiny, and during that. episode, 
Kidd threw an iron bucket at a member of his 
crew, killing him. Captains could have their 
way with their crew at that time. Murder was 
not one of those ways, however. The Crown 
ordered Kidd home to stand trial. 

With that, Kidd became a full-blown pirate. 
In January of 1698, flying a French flag in the 
Indian Ocean, he boarded a 400-ton Armenian 
ship, the Quedagh Merchant, and found gold, 
silver, muslins, satins and silks. The captain of 
this ship, an Englishman, had letters of passage 
from the French East India Company. Kidd, 
realizing all was in order and he was talking to 
an Englishman, ordered all the booty returned. 


The crew refused. They said if he had French 
letters, he was French. After that, Kidd and 
his crew seized more booty, sank ships and 
dispatched crews. The Crown now sent out 
several man-o-war ships to find Kidd and bring 
him in. Back in the Caribbean, Kidd put his crew 
ashore and said their adventure was done. He 
burned his ship and sank it, but saved some of 
the treasure on-board and brought it over to 
a small sloop in which he sailed away, out of 
reach of both his own crew and the Crown. 

In June of 1699, Kidd’s sloop appeared off 
Gardiner’s Island, a privately owned island 
between Montauk and Amagansett. Coming 
ashore, Kidd encountered the owner of the 
island, John Gardiner, together with his wife, 
kids and servants. Kidd gave a piece of gold 
cloth to Mrs. Gardiner as a gift. Then Kidd took 
Gardiner aside to a beach and let him watch as 
he buried the boxes of treasure he had brought 
ashore, after which he said he would soon 
return and, if the treasure was gone, he’d kill all 
the Gardiners. 

Kidd now knew if he returned to New York 
empty-handed, either his crew—returned from 
the Carribean and angrily waiting for him— 
would kill him, or the Crown would arrest 
him and take him to London to hang him for 
murder. He also knew he could have been 
seen at Gardiner’s Island. As a result of this, 
he appeared in several other ports, starting at 
Oyster Bay, Long Island, then heading down 
the north shore of Long Island to as far away as 
Block Island, then coming around to the south 
shore, then turning around and going back the 
way he came, making a stop at Gull Island, Block 
Island and Plum Island, then winding up back in 
Oyster Bay. He was especially concerned that 
he should be able to fool (Cont'd on next page) 
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his crew not only about his whereabouts but 
also about the treasure. 

He did have a plan. It was to find Lord 
Governor Bellomont, agree to tell the Lord 
where he buried the treasure, go get it and 
bring it to him with a little treasure box on the 
side for the Governor himself, all in exchange 
for a pardon so he could go free. He still had 
in his possession, by the way, the Orders of 
Passage he had gotten from the French, for 
whatever good that might do. 

Lord Bellomont was in Boston when he 
learned that Kidd wanted to see him, and he 
thought he knew why. Afraid if he met with 
him he could be charged with trafficking with 
a pirate, Bellomont instead set a trap. Letting 
Kidd know he was in Boston, he met Kidd 
when he arrived in Boston Harbor, immediately 
arrested him, put him in chains and locked him 
in solitary confinement in Boston’s Stone Prison. 

_Lord Bellomont then wrote to his English peers 
about Captain Kidd and Long Island. “[The 
inhabitants of Long Island were] a ruthless and 
unruly people [protecting the pirates] who had 
settled among them.” 

Lord Bellomont also had Captain Kidd’s wife 
arrested and put in prison. Captain Kidd was 
eventually sent to London, and in a prison 
there he awaited his trial for nearly a year, until, 
finally, he was tried, convicted and, on May 23, 
1701, hung at the Execution Dock in Wapping, 
London. His body was then displayed over 
the River Thames at Tilbury Point for three 
years, a warning to those who might consider 
becoming pirates. 


Meanwhile, back in America, John Gardiner 
read in a newspaper that Kidd was no more. 
After giving it some thought, he contacted Lord 
Bellomont and told him the treasure had been 
buried on his island. Soldiers were dispatched 
from Boston to come down and dig it up. 
When it was dug up, the soldiers and Gardiner 
made up two lists of what had been found. The 
treasure included a chest and box of gold, two 
boxes of silver, bars of silver, gold dust, Spanish 
dollars, rubies, diamonds, candlesticks and 
porringers. One list was taken back to Boston 
with the treasure. The other was left with 
John Gardiner as a receipt. Soon, the treasure 
arrived in London to become the property of 
the Crown. 

Robert David Lion Gardiner was the 16th 
proprietor of the island from 1950 to about 1990 
and a friend of mine. He lived in an apartment in 
Manhattan, in a mansion on Main Street in East 
Hampton where one of his ancestors raised 


a daughter who went on to marry President © 


Tyler, and at an estate house on the island. One 
day, he told me this story. 

In 1953, he and his wife went to London to 
attend the coronation of Queen Elizabeth. While 
dancing with the new queen, he raised the 
issue of Captain Kidd’s treasure and told her he 
had in his possession the receipt list that his 
ancestor John Gardiner had been given when 
the treasure had been dug up on the island and 
taken to Boston. 

“The treasure passed through a few hands 
before it got to Buckingham Palace,” he said to 
her. “I wonder if you have a list of what actually 


arrived. And I wonder, if you do, if the two lists 
would match up.” 

The Queen ordered one of her chamberlains 
to see if they had the list, which they did, and 
before Gardiner returned to America, she sat 
with him and they held the lists together side 
by side to see if they matched. They didn’t. 

“A long ago theft,” Gardiner told me. “Things 
purloined. But the statute of limitations 
had expired.” 

As a result of Captain Kidd’s dramnaate life 


and bad end, many books have been written, 


movies made and even songs composed and 
sung about that man. The movie Captain Kidd 
was made in 1945 and starred Charles Laughton 
as Kidd, John Carradine, Barbara Britton and 
Randolph Scott. The plot said Kidd killed a 
man, after which the man’s son set out to seek 
revenge on Kidd and ultimately gets him hung. 
There also have been many treasure hunters 
who have searched the shores of Long 
Island, Block Island and even the shorelines 
of Connecticut in search of more of Kidd’s 
buried treasure. One of these places is a small 
pond just a five-minute walk from the Montauk 
Lighthouse that came to be known, originally, as 
Captain Kidd’s Money Pond. Treasure hunters 
have found nothing there. In recent years, the 
pond seems to have been renamed to just 
“Money Pond,” in the hope, I think, of throwing 
the treasure hunters and diggers off the track. 
No treasure has been found. But there have 
been a few people who have thrown pennies 
into the pond, thinking it gives them luck. 
Perhaps it does. GB

Talking with Cover Artist Elizabeth Kolligs

Nassau County. The 20”x 14” 
painting contrasts a fox, which is backlit by a 
contour ‘of sun; and the blue-cold snow—all 
the colder for the late-afternoon blue shadow— 
evoking a sense of chance discovery of a lone 
animal in the woods. So much of nature has 
been and is being lost, the artist points out, 
as rural America succumbs to development— 
foxes gone, horse trails that used to meander 
through old Long Island estate properties, 
obliterated. Kolligs’ art would pay homage to 
what remains—in her words, “streams lined 
with ferns opening up to grassy fields”’—and 
to foxes, “significant animals with a distinct 
screaming bark.” Some years ago, she found a 
taxidermy fox on a curb and took it back to her 
studio, and soon after that she found a dead 
fox in the road and took this back, too, later 
burying both together, as a kind of honoring.

Laugh Along with Paul Reiser at Staller Center

F riendly funnyman Paul Reiser performs at 
the Staller Center at Stony Brook University 
on February 6. The entertainer, whose extensive 
body of work includes the sitcoms My Two Dads 
and Mad About You, film roles, several nonfiction 
books, television and film production credits and 
the Amazon comedy Red Oaks, is excited to bring his 
standup act to Long Island once again. 

Acting in hit TV series and films left Reiser with 
little time to work on his standup. “I took a 20-year 
break from standup touring,” Reiser says. “I feel 
more comfortable now. To me, it’s always this 
feeling of getting together with old friends. You hit 
the ground running. It’s much more personal.” And 
Reiser especially loves performing on Long Island.

Lovely, Light Bites for Valentine Delights

wasn’t raised on the East End, but I’ve always felt 

a strong pull to Long Island Wine Country, having 
spent many summers here with my grandparents 
at their Aquebogue ranch. It wasn’t until after I’d 
graduated from culinary school, done my professional 
coast-to-coast tour of duty and had my first big 
break-up that I decided to lay stakes. 

Sitting in the Village Cheese Shop on Love Lane in 
Mattituck with my Tia (half-best friend, half-aunt, all 
beauty) discussing careers, heartaches and the future 
I thought to myself “I could live here, why don’t I 
. live here?” 

Now, having been settled here for three years, I 
spend weekends, holidays and the coveted day off 
exploring all the hidden and not-so-hidden gems of 
the East End. : 

For Valentine’s Day—what better way to pay 
homage to this beautiful place I call home than by 
celebrating the very spot that started my 
love affair with The East End—Love Lane. 

As a chef, one of the biggest V-Day 
problems I come across is how to make a 
filling, romantic meal without overdoing 
it. Many foods that are considered 
exquisite are also very rich and can leave 
us feeling less ready for romance and 
more ready for pajamas and a nap. You 
know the saying “less is more?” It’s true. 
Forgo the heavy meal for a few smaller 
. plates that will fill you up, turn you on 


and leave you energized for whatever the night may 
bring. All of these option are gluten free. The key 
ingredients to these dishes are not only aphrodisiacs 
but can be found on Love Lane—your go-to for the 
perfect romantic meal any time of year. 


Stuffed Figs 

1 pint fresh figs 

4 ounces Cambozola (a blue-veined,triple-cream 
German brie. $9.99 a 1/4 pound at Village Cheese 
Shop, Mattituck) 

1/2 cup walnuts, toasted and chopped 

2 tablespoons balsamic vinegar 


Slice the tips off of the figs and then cut a cross 
pattern into them, being careful not to cut all the 
way through the bottom. Mix together the cheese 
and walnuts. Stuff a spoonful into the middle of 
each fig. If you’re feeling courageous—dust with 
granulated sugar and hit with your briilée torch 

es for added caramelized goodness. Drizzle 
with balsamic vinegar. 


Truffle NY Strip Bites 

1 lb. New York strip (or boneless 
sirloin) steak, 

about 1 12” thick ($18.99 per pound at 
Lombardi’s Love Lane Market) 

1/4 cup coarse sea salt 

2 sprigs fresh rosemary 

2 tablespoons extra virgin olive oil 

2 tablespoons truffle butter (2.8 oz. 
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container $19.99 at Lombardi’s Love Lane Market) 
fresh watercress 
decorative food picks 


Trim fat from steak and, for easier handling, cut 
into 4 smaller steaks. If you like your steak cooked 
past rare, pre-heat oven to 400°. Heat oven safe 
skillet (cast iron works best) over medium-high heat, 
add EVOO. Dust steaks on all sides with salt. Once 
oil is hot—add springs of rosemary. Heat rosemary 
through and add steaks. Sear steaks on all sides— 
about 3 minutes per side. Finish in oven for desired 
temps other than rare. Remove from heat, Place 1/2 
tablespoon truffle butter on each steak and let stand 
for 5 minutes (let butter melt completely). Slice each 
piece into five slices and stick with decorative pick. 
Serve on a bed of fresh watercress.
